AT HARVARD 



At the last meeting of ilia corpora- 
tion William Cameron rorU.-s, 'X', was 
appointed agent for II .w.-.iixl Univer- 
sity in collecting specimens uf birds 
In Central and .South America, tho ap- 
pointment to data from Kobrutvry I. 
lie Is now «bout to start on a trip to 
South America, on which the collection 
of birds for the museum will lie one 
of his Interests. 

Th<> appointment of Prof, Barrett 
Wendell, of the Knglish Department, 
as exchange professor from Harvard 
to the University of Berlin for next 
year, is announced. Prof. W. A. 
Xellson had already been announced 
.is the next prof essor ut the Sorbonne 
from Harvard. The corporation Jius 
received and accepted the resignation 
of Thomas Steams lSUot n« assistant 
In philosophy. 

Among the students Interested in de- 
bating, there has been somo criticism 
of tin' debating council for failing to 
follow the lead of Princeton and Yulo, 
Willi which Harvard Is bound in a 
triangular debating league, In limiting 
the teams to undergraduates. Harvard 
follows tile old rule, that not more 
than three graduates shall be picked 
for the two teams. The men from tlio 
Law School have generally been able 
to capture these three place* from the 
college men without much effort. The 
Harvard council may perhaps b« 
justifiisl fin the ground advanced by 
the delating managers, that tli« In- 
terest of the undergraduates) In debat- 
ing is not sufficient alone to support 
the two teams. 

Willi the purpose of benefitting (he. 
practicing physicians of ('his vicinity, 
the newly formed Or&duate Bohool of 
Medicine, which Is a department of tho 
Medical School, luis adopted a plan 
by which audi practitioners may ob- 
tain admission to lecture course and 
CttnCfl. A monthly bulletin will be is- 
sued by the Graduate School, wtildh win 
keep i's subscribers Informed of all 
hiic.)i opportunities. 

Prof. William 13, Castle, of the blo- 
loglcal department, has received a 
grant from tho t.'urneirlo Institution 
of Sï.êOO a year for five years, us a 
research nscoiiote of the Institution, to 
allow him to 'prosectito his researches 
in heredity. 

The seventh annual meeting of the 
eastern Massachusetts section of the 
New Cnglnnd t'lasslral Association 
will bo held nt tho University to-mor- 
rcrw morning. President Lowell and 
Frederick P. Fi»h, who is a member of 
of thfi board of overseers, and cliAlr- 
man of the fltotc Hoard of Education, 
will be speakers. 



A special meeting of the Literary 
Society will be held oil Friday at 4 p.m. 
in tin 1 West Hall, to discuss new stan- 
dards for the University curriculum, 
embodied In the following resolution, 
to be brought forward: 

1 — (a) That, the age of entrance he 
changed from Hi to IS. 

(bl That Iho standard of entrance 
be raised to the level of the present re- 
quirements for entrance to second year 
General Course, 

2— (a) General Course: That the stu- 
dent be allowed a greater option of sub 
ji els, and that a morn thorough know- 
ledge of the subjects chosen bo requir- 
ed from the student for graduation. 

(b) Special Course: That the student 
have special knowledge of subject ne- 
cessary to elected course, and select 
three minor subjects from those of the 
Général Course in consultation with 
the head or the department in which 
be Is specializing. 

3— That the number of lectures be 
reduced to a minimum, and that there 
bo held seminars wherever possible, the 
total number of lectures and seminars 
not to exceed 15 hours a week. 

4— Thai there be substituted for the 
present unsatisfactory examination a 
system of term essays, to be supple- 
mented by oral examination In the 
si minor. 

, r >— That in special courses tho stu- 
dent pass from year to year without ex- 
amination or recommendation of the 
department in which be is specializ- 
ing. _ 

DAMAGE TO FOREST 
EXCEEDS THAT OF FIRE 



As the result of recent sclentlllc In- 
vestigations of Insect ravages in Urlt- 
Ish Columbia It wns found that In 
«orne places forest Insects have destroy- 
ed twenty-live per cent, of the limber 
crop. In California, on tho Sierra Na- 
tional Forest, the damage dono by In- 
sects last summer far exceeded that 
done by lire. In Kastern Canada the 
bark beetle on tho pine, the bud-worm 
on the spruce, and the saw-lly on the 
lnrcb havo done so much Injury lo the 
forests that special legislation for I heir 
control has been passed by the Federal 
and Provincial Governments. Indeed, 
as a result of the continued ravages of 
Us worst Insect enemy (tho large larch 
saw-lly », the larch, or "tamarack" Is 
gradually becoming commercially ex- 
tinct In Canada. 

The present plothnrn of Insect posts 
In the forests of Canada is due. largely 
to the recent ravages of forest lires, 
which killed or weakened the standing 
timber and thus provided vast feeding 
grounds for these Insects. It is for tills 
reason that forest fire* are so much 
dreaded by timber owners, for It Is not 
often that the tire Itself destroys the 
merchantable vtilue of the timber. Usu- 
ally It Is the wood-boring Insects which 
follow In the wake of such lires that 
make the timber unlit for lumber, and 
have a targe share In causing the mil- 
lions of dollnrs loss which the nation 
suffers annually. 

To attempt the wholesale control of 
the Insects themselves would be a hope- 

irs task, but by eliminating flre-dam- 
nge, wido-sprend Insect damage may 
olso be automatically prevented, for 
healthy trees are not susceptible to at- 
tack, ny segregating forest reserves, 
on which the percentage of lire loss 
during tho lust summer was smaller 
than on nny similarly protected areas 
In America, the Forestry Branch of 
the Department of the Interior Is tak- 
ing a leading part In the control of In- 
flect ravages." 



In the General Catalogue of Yale 
University Issued last week there ap- 
peared for the llrst time a statement 
of the new terms of admission to the 
undergraduate departments. The most 
striking departure from the old re- 
quirements Is In the matter of "special 
cases where good preparation differs 
from llxcd requirement." This tenta- 
tive plan is designed to render it pos- 
sible for good scholars whose prepara- 
tion has not led directly to the pre- 
scribed Vale entrance requirements to 
enter the College or tho Scientific 
School. I 

The request is made for the submis- 
sion of lliu lull school record at till 
lime of examination, a requirement 
enforced by all certificating college* 
and offering valuable contributory In- 
formation. A matter now under con- 
sideration by the admission committee 
Is a. furlhur.. reduction of tho number 
of papers required, mid a committee of 
the Connecticut Association of Classical 
and High School Teachers Is expected 
shortly to make specltlc recommenda- 
tions. Tho University will probably en- 
large this year still further its plan of 
conferring oil such matters with re- 
presentative school men by taking Into 
the conference representatives from 
such distant institutions as Andover 
and the Hill School. 

lleglstratlon ligures in the final cata- 
logue are Interesting. A total of 581 
officers of the University denotes an 
Increase of 4 2 over lust year. Of these, 
133 are porfessors, Including other Uni- 
versity officers, and S!» are assistant 
professors. There are 3,368 students 
regularly receiving Instruction in the 
University, this being a decrease of 14 
from the figures of a year ugo. 

A complete reorganization of the so- 
cial service work now being carried on 
by the Vale University Christian As- 
sociation is contemplated by the gradu- 
ate advisory committee. A graduate 
trained to take charge of such Work 
will hereafter devote his entire time to 
taking complete charge of the social 
service branch of the Association. 

Elaborate plans have been laid for 
the annual dinner at the Hotel Taft 
next Monday evening, of the Yale 
Alumni Association of New Haven. As 
guests, the Association will have, ex- 
Frrsldenl Taft, Gov. Haldwln, Presi- 
dent iladley, and F. Hopkinson Smith, 
who holds an honorary degree from the 
University. 

Nearly a hundred or the signers of 
the sophomore protest directed last 
year against the defects of the senior 
society system, met for further consid- 
eration of the problem on Thursday 
evening. A test vote was taken to as- 
certain the general sentiment of the 
clnsss, but definite action was postpon- 
ed till a later date, when a quorum can 
be secured. Handing a preferred list 
of eligible men to guide the members 
of the senior societies In making their 
choices, Is one spécifie reform tinder 
favorable consideration. The best sen 
timent of tho Juniors seems to be that 
the desired reform In the choice of 
senior society men and In the maimer of 
their choice can best be effected by 
CO-operatlon with, rather than by, dic- 
tation to those already members uf the 
societies.

An anecdote like the following, which 
was told to us, Uoorco Brundes says In 
his "Kecolleetlons or My Karly Child- 
hood and Youth." wl.l servo to show 
how popular legends grow up In vir- 
tue of the tendency there Is to reduce a 
whole battle to a collision between tW 
generals, Just as In the Homeric age 
rwr In Shakespeare. The Crown Prince 
of Prussia was lighting very bravely 
nt Worrl h, In the front ranks. That he 
threw the Turkos Into confusion was 
the result of a ray of sunlight falling 
on the silver eagle on bis helmet. The 
Arulu thought It n sign from Heaven. 
Macmahnn, who was shooting In the 
ranks, wns so near the Crown Prince 
that tho intier shouted to him In 
FTeneh, "Voila un homme!" hut Iho 
Frenchman surpassed him In chivalrous 
politeness, for he sainted and replied, 
"Voila un héros:" 



DICKENS' CHRISTMAS CAIIOL. 

It is "a yeans since the publication of 
the "Christmas Carol." Dickens con- 
ceived the Idea of the story In Septem- 
ber, und wrote It In Intervals between 
his labor on two monthly parts of 
"Martiri Cbustlewlt.' lie told how the 
story laid bold on him, says the West- 
minster (lazclte, how he "wept over It, 
laughed over It, and laughed and wept 
nrculn," how he walked L'O miles through 
the London streets at night, thinking K 
out, and how, when It was done, be "let 
himself loose like a madman." The 
success of the "Carol" was instantane- 
ous, the llrst edition of il.OOl) copies be- 
tng disposed of on the day of publica- 
tion, and this success was particularly 
gratifying at the time, for Dickens had 
been depressed by the falling salo of 
"Martin Chuzzlewlt." The book only 
brought him an Immediate pront of 
1760.

Bellamy describes tho economic and 
social condition of the United tilu-lcs 
in the year 2,00u. Uy a mitui-arpro- 
cess, :i perfect state of affair* has 
arisen, accompanied i>y u higher eth- 
ical standard, Even as the people of 
tho United States had 0110 hundred 
yeans earlier assumed' the conduct Lit 
their own government they ih;ul now 
formed an Industrial organization on 
the same txtsis as that oil which they 
had then organised for political rea- 
sons. Tho large corpora tions had done 
good service in teaching the people how 
larger sums than the revenues of a 
«lato could lio manipulated. The la- 
bor of thousands of men had been di- 
rected by an economy unknown to 
small enterprises. The sut(o had now 
become the sole employer, and land- 
owner. • . 

Every able-bodied man and woman 
had become a member of the Indus 
trial army. All hud been given a 
thorough oducation until they readied 
the ago of twenty-one. Everybody 
had ben obliged to work 'from the age 
of twenty-one lb forty-five. 

Men had been rewarded according 
to desert. As all were expected to 
put forth their best efforts, cripples 
and other unfortunates were an t-x- 
ceptlon to this rule. Money, however, 
being no lonuer required, had been 
abolished, Every man and woman 
bad given a credit ticket, on which 
dollars and cents were marked. 

UNDER AGE COMMON LABORERS 

In order to urge everyone to give 
his ability Us greatest scope, the in- 
dustrial army Is divided Into differ- 
ent grades. All those who' reach the 
age of twenty-one are classed as com- 
mon laborers, in which stase they re- 
main for three years. They do all 
kinds of work that requires little ex- 
perience. Thon tiny enter the ap- 
prentice class, for one year, and fin- 
ally become full-fledged workers, They 
are divided into three grades, itud each 
prade is divided Into two classes, lto- 
eprds are kept of the progress of each 
worker, and these are revised every 
yea r. 

Above the workers stand the officers. 
The general of the guild appoints till 
the officers of his trade. The lieuten- 
ants must bo taken from the members 
of the first grades, the -captains are 
chosen from among the lieutenants, tiho 
colonels front the captains. The gen- 
eral of the guild is chosen by the re- 
tired members of the army. The 
chiefs of tiho ten (treat department's 
are also elected for groups of allied 
trades, who are chosen from among 
the generate. The ['resilient Is also 
elected in the same manner from 
amongst the retired' chiefs of the ten 
great departments. This method of 
election explains two things: Kirst, 
tiho right of suffrage 1s given only 
to those over the age of forty-five. 
-Members of tho industrial army can- 
not choose their own officers, through 
fear of corruption. Secondly,' the high- 
est offices are attained only after hav- 
ing successfully served in all lower 
capacities, and are supposed- to he the 
reward of merit.

As 
private trade no longer exists, and' 
money is unknown, heirs would not bo 
nblo to use more than a certain amount 
of capital. 

Public dining rooms are used, Fumil- 
ies may rent private rooms In these 
buildings for a moderate rate, and or- 
der whatever they please in the way 
of food.

When a patient goes to a doctor, 1 lie 
doctor punches his ticket for the stale.

A restaurant consists in its nnttl-| 
orny and physiology of two distinct 
though Interdependent organs, its 
kitchen and its serving room, says J. 
F. Rogers, M.D., In U10 New York 
livening Post. Tho latter organ wo 
aro speaking of the eating place for the 
m'iddlo and well-to-do classes) has 
seemingly reached a high pitch of per- 
fection. The lighting Is brilliant, tho 
floors, tailles, and waitresses are im- 
maculate, even the bills ot faro arc 
sometimes clean and fresh. 

The condition and performance of tho 
other organ, the kitchen, wo know only 
through the sight, smell and taste of 
its products, but we know also that this 
Is not enough for security of health. 
The most dangerous contaminations 
aro not apparent in tiho food as served. 
We are not asked, as we might he 
by a proud housewife, to view tho con- 
dition and working of the food-rocelv- 
ing and food-preparing part of tho 
eating house. Because this is out of 
sight. It Is, except from occasional 
startling disclosures In the fuod, out of 
mind. Our attlLudo toward the res 
taiimnt is, In thia respect, comparable 
to our conduct in regard to our own 
bodies, for, while we are observant 
of how we shall appear on the surface, 
as to the state of our skin ,and our 
mental and bodily activity, yet we 
have little thought for the condition of 
the '-"kitchen" of the alimentary canal, 
on the activdcs of which our outward 
showing depends. Too often these in- 
ternal organs arc in bad order. 

INVESTIGATE THE LABORATORY. 

As Cervantes, three centuries ago. 
said, "The health of the Whole body is 
tempered in the laboratory of the 
stomach," and likewise tho health of 
•a large section of tho body social Is 
In large degree dependent upon the 
processes that go forward In the la- 
boratory of the restaurant. Such be- 
ing tho cose, and since It Is possible 
to look without the help of tho special 
instruments which are necessary in 
the disc of the. Individual stomach, 
Into this sort of kiiboratory, it is not 
asking 100 much that the puiblic have 
tite opportunity of using Us own eyes 
in the. mutter. 

More than this, t lie restaurant which 
wishes to cater lo public intelligence, 
at the same time that it salifies hun- 
ger, will, as competition becomes more 
keen, see to It that its ipatrons are 
satisfied that tho internal organ is 
working in a wholesome and health- 
giving way. 

Doubtless many of our restaurant 
kitchens are run In a clean and order- 
ly fashion, but we would much prefer 
to see with our own eyes that they arc 
so conducted. A woman who was pas- 
sing through 11 dining oar on a hot 
day of tost summer was so unfor- 
tunate, as to have a glimpse into the 
supcr-heateid kitchen of that diner, 
nnd what she saw tho half-stripped, 
perspiring cook doing to cool his heat- 
lormonted body swept her appetite 
out of existence for some hours. It 
was an c.vtreme example of what may 
and doubtless does go on in scores 
of places where food for the public 
is prepared. 

Tho writer recently paid a visit to 
the subterranean regions of 0110 of our 
brilliantly Jighted spotless metropol- 
itan eating rooms, by a passage not 
Intended for the public, and found 
himself in a dark, dirty room where 
the preparation of a part of the food 
was going forward in close proximity 
to rather primitive facilities of quite 
another character. Doubt ess the kit- 
chen Itself was olean enough, but this 
was the nnto-room to the kitchen. 

SHOULD BE A SOURCE OP PRIDE. 

We fancy that not many restaur- 
ants arc proud of what goes forward 
in their kltch ens. hut when they are, 
they should 'he glad to display to an 
interested public how things arc car- 
ried on. 

It Is idle, or at least visionary, to 
write of the future unless there be, 
In tihe present, indications of what may- 
be forthcoming. 

A move In this direction has been 
already mode by those places which 
show the baking of cattes in process 
before the eyes of tho prospective 
buyer. It pays to do this, else It 
would not he continued. It will pay 
also to display, through basement front 
windows, with brilliant illumination, 
what Is taking place within. It is not 
impossible that our health authorities 
may in the not far distant future 
malte such a proceeding cum pu lsory. 

There nro some things which only n 
health officer and his special assist- 
ants can supervise, but when It comes 
to Inspecting kitchens the public which 
eats the product of those kitchens can 
ho trusted to do Its own inspecting 
and the results will show, not In of- 
ficial reports, but In the cash accounts 
of tne particular restaurants exam- 
ined. A certain humorist placed his 
kitchen ot the front of his house for 
the boneflt of his cook; the serious 
public should have its communal kit- 
chens placed In a similar situation, 
for its own benefit.

This machine, purchased last sum- 
mer in Germany by Professor Anderson 
of the Faculty of Applied Science, is of 
the newest type, embodying all tho lat- 
est Improvements. The driving median-

of shafts and bevel gears Instead of 
belts. The cases for holding tho reels 
of dim are seamless, of spun steel lin- 
ed with asbestos and the gates are so 
constructed that no tire can enter A 
lllm In the machine Ignited bv the Var- 
sity reporter, burned only botween the 
magazines, about two feet, that In the 
eases remaining Intact. As well as 
this there is an asbestos tilled hollow 
steel shield between the lamp nnd the 
mecahnlsm which with the regulation 
fire drop closing the aperture In this 
when the machine stops entirely, shuts 
off the lilm from the lamp.

WEIGHTIER DISCUSSIONS 



Transition is easy and natural, stage by stage, from club con- 
versation on matters appertaining to the economic welfare of a neigh- 
borhood, to debate on the economic welfare of a nation and to dis- 
cussion finally, of world conditions in their economic relation to the 
individual and the community. It is this easy and natural transition 
that justifies the existence of the women's club and marks the 
growth in feminine comprehension of subjects heretofore neglected, 
ignored, shunned, practically, by the entire sex. Reported recent 
proceedings of a women's organization making a specialty of educa- 
tional and industrial investigation give point and emphasis to these 
observations. Plainly in the line of sequence, women who a short 
time ago were content with inquiry into household economics, and in 
the narrowest sense, and who found themselves no more than equal to 
analysis of family expense accounts, are found now struggling, and 
struggling intelligently, with problems worthy of the attention of 
trained and specialized intellects. 

Thus, an effort is made to find cause for the paradox of in- 
creasing receipts and decreasing profits, an explanation for the uni- 
versal condition that, notwithstanding enormously increased produc- 
tion, there should be universal and continuous complaints of scarcity 
and dearness. 

It is not the purpose here to go into these matters at all, but 
rather to direct attention to the expansion of woman's thought, to the 
widening range of woman's vision, as a result of freedom of associa- 
tion, investigation, study and discussion. Within a score of years, 
speaking of course in general terms, woman has advanced from super- 
ficialities to fundamentals in her understanding of social conditions 
of great concern to herself ; within less time than this she has made 
an equal advance in economics, and evidence is now accumulating 
which goes to show that she is mastering, and with amazing facility, 
the intricacies and complexities of politics. In all the reported pro- 
ceedings of women's clubs of the present time the striking thing is that 
the light and trivial have given place to the serious and weighty. The 
woman of our times is manifestly engaged in obtaining a compre- 
hensive grasp upon subjects to which her grandmother or even her 
mother would not give a second thought.

THE I>UAIl *\X>L. 

It would bo a great deal easier to 
confine one's criticism to the perform- 
ances of the artists themselves in the 
"Dear r\x>l" at Ilia Majesty* this 
week. Whatever may or may not be 
said for or against the restrictions 
placed upon "natural Impulse" or "de- 
Kinv by society, theso restrictions will 
still be there and must be recognised. 

Moreover It I* an old and somewhat 
thread- worn plot which depend* upon 
a misrepresentation of that for which 

5<ik-iiiI law «tamis, and, frankly, that 
Is Just what "The Dear Ki.dI" docs in 
the estimation of the writer. It may 
make a clearer deception and may pos- 
nesa an active appeal (o un already 
rebellious spirit, but when ull Is aald, 
that possible can be ua1d, there still 
remains tho true value for society's 
well-being In that law which guards 
the htnrtb and demands a recogni- 
tion of the reapoiwIibUllIes of home 
In the answer lo that greatest and 
purest and loftiest of all human de- 
sires— fihe fulfilment of love. And In 
•Tho Dear Foot" one cannot but feel 
there le simply tho attempt to cover 
this up in a confusing appeal to sym- 
pathy, broadness of conception and 
admiration for self forgot ling, self- 
disdaining abnegation. The "unlaw- 
ful" is made aa "lawful" as a twiatlng 
of reality will permit, while tho "law" 
Is made as brutal, blind and indis- 
criminate ils a like procees will allow. 

And yet th« effect Is In no way 
convincing— condemnation still follows 
close upon the track of the disobedient, 
and though pity would soften and hu- 
man frailty speak its word of under- 
standing, the Justice and "rightnewe" 
"f the real Issue la never questioned. 
True It may be that the law is un- 
wteldly and liable to aibuse and mis- 
use, as is represented In the play. Yet 
thnt does not. In any way excuse or 
Justify the "unlawful." 

It might be well lo reserve further 
opinion until a brief account is given 
of that play Itself. An English group, 
• onslatJng of a maiden slater who, 
by her father's will controls the purse 
strings, a widowed sister of some forty 
yearn, whose two l>oys aro tho average 
buys of prank and mischief, a friend 
and lover of the widow who becomes 
the nnr-.-iri.ih and heroic solution to 
h«>r maze, and a maniuls dnslrtng to 
annex the family fortune, form the 
principle characters to come Into the 
working of Ihe plot. Of course there 
Is the "other man" of twenty-two, 
whom the widowed sister feels she 
loves and whose attraclivenecis forms 
the lure that mokes the presentation 
possible. 

In answer to her "love" the "Dear 
Pool" leaves her ooys and honest 
lover to say good-bye to her finit y, 
who Is alKHit to leave for distant parts 
to be gone "a very, very" long time. 
In her nlrsence, ono of the boys is 
badly hurt and summons foils to reach 
her. To make It worse tho lady friend 
she was supposed to la» visiting in 
I*indon turns up at the house and h«r 
deception Is discovered by the maiden 
sister, who J .B properly scandalized and 
urged on by her sense of duty to take 
a firm stand for condemnation. Tho 
lady herself returns the following 
morning and unaware of what has ta- 
ken place continues her falsity. But 
th.- mother love awakemed Into an 
overwhelm! Of emotion by the news of 
her boy's danger, brings her to herself 
and a W Hi— Ion of her selfishness. 

In the meantime thn maniuls has 
successfully effected a straight hue! 
ness contract with the maiden sister 
by which she liec.omes the Marchlone 
in return for the family fortune and 
it is the glaring unlovellneaa of this 
so-called marriage wfhich la used hy 
the author to plead for his love match. 
The I>ml defends his wayward 
and finally persuades her to accept 



his name and protection for the sake 
of the boys. 

Knough baa been said- though we 
may admire tho Septimus typo of 
man and despi.se the "business eon- 
tract," we cannot excuse the selfish 
lack of self-government. 

H, V. Esmond is « strong actor, 
wiih the ability of making bis cfforis 
pleaso to a maitked degree. Ills 
characterization leaves little to be de- 
sired. Miss Moore is charming and 
clever, realistic and versatile. Her 
performance calls for the highest 
praise and commendation. 

As the maiden sister. ICgtclle llenpa 
is a distinct success. Dlf foul t as that 
rola may be, she at all times meets lis 
most exacting requirements with a 
naturalness and ability that well 
merits all that might be eaid. 

To aum up- -tho artists are superior 
—the plot mediocre, and the underly- 
ing Issue not to be discussed.
